KITCHEN ARTISTS. 


How Austrian Ladies Learn to Took. 


From tbe Hotel Mail. 


The Austrian lady of station who 


does not know how to cook, one 
may almost say, does not exist. Ev- 
ery detail of the cuisine she is ac- 
quainted with. A story is told by 
Austrian ladies of another who, 
having neglected her education, al- 
lowed at a great dinner party she 
gave, two dishes of the same color 
to be served in succession, a fault 
for which she wa» hardly to be for- 
given. The Prinoesses of the royal 
household attend a course of lect- 
ures from a "chef" entirely upon 
the order of serving. Young ladies 
«ln not learn the art of cooking at 
looking clubs, or from public le«- 
faons, as here in America, and they 
rarely learn in their own kitchens. 
It is the custom to go to sonu> great 
house, the house of a Princess or at 
a very rich banker's, in here there are 
famous "chefs," from whom tluy 
learn. 
When a "chef" engages to 


cook for a great house, he stipulates 
that he is to have the piivilfge oi 
teaching as many young ladies a 
1- he 


chooses. These \oung ladie* need 
not even know the mistress oi the 
house, and they make then engage- 
ments with the cook only. 


For a course of lessons lasting 


through the winter each pupil paj s 
the cook thirty gulden, or about 
$13. This includes instructions in 
c\ ery part icular. I f a banquet is to 
be given, a grand breakfast or an 
claboritesuppei, the ladies aie no- 
tified, and are theie tosee the dishes 
decorated and to learn the order of 
serving. They \tatch every process 
Were } on to descend to a kitchen at 
sink a time you would no doubt 
find these girls suffused with blush- 
es, for these lessons always foietell 
marriage, and are the last and fin- 
ishing touches of a maiden's educa- 
tion, lint it \vonld be a breach of 
etiquette for any member of the 
household to trespass in that depart- 
ment, which belongs to the cook 
and his noble young pupils. Since 
young ladies must be in the dining- 
loom themselves on such occasions 
111 tfaeir own households, it follows 
that these processes thev cannot 
natch at home, never mind on how 
grand a scale things are. And so 
in Austria all noble young ladies 
learn these things in another kitch- 
en than their own.

THE census returns show some curi- 


ous things relative to the distribution 
of the sexes in different localities. 
In 


;hc New England States there is a large 
jmess ol females over the miles, 
which is accounted for on the theory 
that the young men go we«t to grow up 
with the country and do not take the 
»ir!s along. 
Foreign immigration does 


not supply this deficiency and help to 
equalize the sexes, tor the reason that 
the men who come to this country to 
better their condition, generally seek 
the cheap lands and broader opportuni- 
ties that arc offered them west of the 
Alleghenies. 


In the Middle States the women held 


their own, and the number is quite 
equal to that of the males. Coming 
West they steadily decrease, and in the 
new States and Territories the men 
greatly outnumber the females. 


The English Census Report shows 


that in the normal condition of the, ag- 
ricultural districts of that country the 
sexes are about equally balanced, the 
number being slightly in excess of the 
males, but the English records of births 
and deaths, which are more accurate 
than our own, record the fact that for 
every 100,000 girls born on the island 
there are 104,811 boys, but the greater 
mortality among the male infants re- 
duces the majority so that, the sexes 
grow np quite evenly. 
But war and 


emigration in that country soon create 
a disparity between the two sexes, and 
in 1871 in England and Wales, in a 
population of 2:J.,000,005 In round num- 
bers, the women outnumbered the men

PirrsBuao, PA., Maroh 26.—Two 


workmen on the Baltimore & Ohio road, 
Thursday, gave a wonderful evidence of 
their fidelity, deliberately 
choosing 


death to themselves in order to protect 
the lives of a hundred others who were 
in the oars of the company. About 
half past two a'clock Thursday after- 
noon John Sullivan and his brother 
Michael were at work on the track near 
Demmler station. John Sullivan was 
the section boss of the subdivision be- 
tween McKeesport and Port Perry, and 
he had made a tour along the track to 
see if everything was in proper condi- 
tion. He found a rail lhat was not 
quite straight; so he and his brother 
took a heavy trackman a crow-bar and 
lifted the rail up to straighten it. 


While they were busily at work the 


afternoon accommodation train bound 
east with a heavy load of passengers 
came along. 
There was a curve just 


below the place where the men were 
working, and they did uot see the train 
until it was almost upon them. 
They 


took in the situation at a glance. The 
rail which they had been fixing was 
lifted up and the hage crow-bar was 
wedged tightly in such a position that 
the train would certainly be thrown 
from the track unless the bar was re- 
moved. On one side of the track was a 
hill and on the other a ateep bank run- 
ning down to the river, so if the train 
was thrown from the track while under 
a full headway of steam there would 
undoubtedly be an appalling loss of life. 


The men seized the bar and began 


frantically to pull and twist it about. 
The engineer of the train saw them, but 
could not stop. He says that their 
efforts to free the crow-bar and to lower 
the rail were frantic and lika the work- 
ings of madmen, and they seemed to 
forget their own danger. The bar was 
loosened and the rail lowered just as 
the train reached it, but the men who 
had done so nobly paid dearly for their 
daring. 
The engine struck them nnd 


kille'd John instantly, and mangled 
Michael so frightfully that he died in a 
short time. The men were married and 
leave families. 


Hilli railroad bridge, this side uf Lost 
Creek. The water flooded the surround- 
ing country and struck a main line of

The telegraph poles at all 
these points arc down, shutting oft com- 
munication, so that it is impossible to 
state the loss of property, or whether 
any lives have been lost. The 1 nion 
Pacific had just finished building a 
mile and a half new track around the 
washout at Fremont when the new dis- 
aster came. Fears are felt for the Bur- 
lington i Missouri bridge at Orcapolis, 
This afternoon the river began breaking 
there, and crowds gathered on tlie banks 
to see how it would affect the great iron 
bridge of the Union Pacific Railroad. 
The ice went crashing with fearful 
force against the iron piers which stood 
unshaken and unhurt by its attack.)

Privately he is stated 10 have 


said that he would have resigned some- 
time ago, but he was afraid if he did 
so it would be thought to signify that he 
disapproved consolidation. He conse- 
quently waited until the deal had been 
consummated. 
Ames completes five 


representatives of Jay Gould, who were 
to be made members of the directory 
under the terms of the contract, the 
others being Gould himself, General 
Eckert, Sidney Dillon, and Hussell 
Sage. 
It is understood that a large 


number of changes nave been determ- 
ined upon among employes of the com- 
pany, to take effect April 1st, among 
others Mr. Mackintosh, for a quarter of 
a century, foreman of the construction 
in this city, Superintendent Hinchman, 
and fifty operators from the centra! 
office are said to have received notifica- 
tions to quit.

gospel meetings and daily prayer meetings 
have Bought to develop ami strengthen them- 
selves as chrivjtlan workcrH and to lend others 
to the "fountain upem-d to the house of Da- 
vid, anil to the inhabitants of Ji'ruiHlcin, for 
6lu itud uuclcaniiesti." 


Our work among tin- pour has been limited 


to some extent by want of funds. The num- 
ber to whom our members became Good 
Samaritans is small. However.it has l«en our 
privilcne to render relief or assistance to near- 
ly one hundred Individual". Groceries, fuel, 
meals, lodging, medicine, testaments and sec- 
oml hand clothing were gi\ en to those deemed 
worthy whenever within our power. 


In our work among the sick a few of our 


members,have done what they could to cheer 
tho suffering and relieve win u and anxious 
watchers. 


Papers, magazines and tracts have been dis- 


tributed extensively by those engaged in mis- 
sion work. 


Our uocial work Ims lieeii ably managed by 


the Ladies Working Band or ttie Association. 
The monthly social receptions held in our 
rooms ha>c become quite popular among our 
young iicuple. Through this feature of the 
work many have been brought into our rooms 
whom we have found it difficult to roach by 
any other agency. 


Tho year 
bus brought us varied ex- 


periences; some darkened by discourage- 
ments and many brightened by e\ents cheer- 
ing and inspiring in their nature. It has been 
our privilege to counsel and pray with quite 
a number who have come to us in trouble for 
advice 
To them we pointed out Jesus as a 


Savior and a pattern for a happy and useful 
life. Letters of introduction to other associ- 
ations of Christian people have been given to 
several jiiiing ux.-n going from us to other 
cities. 
Our wrnk lias brought together Christian 


young men ol different denominations who 
were unaware that they wore brethren In 
Christ until they raime into the Association, 
The work given them todo has developed some 
ol tliem iuto useful Christian workers, and 
has helped others to stand true to their vows 
made to God and the Church. 


Through the local press and our BOI.LITIN 


the public Is getting tolerably well acquainted 
with our work. We have much of the ma- 
chinery deemed necessary to the successful

Another of those unfortunate accidents, 


which have been to Badly frequent In the i ail- 
road yanlg the past winter, occurnd last eve- 
ning in what Is known utne middle yard. It 
wan near the little bouse wkere then used 
to be a telegraph office, and If Jcbael Ron*;, a 
iwlichman,wa> running to make aooupuag. 
As he ran, nil foot caught in a guard rail, and 
before he oould extricate it, the tender of the 
twitch engine wuuponbim. toe wbeel past- 
ed up his left leg, mangling It terribly, and 
then paned dUgonally over bis itonucb, cut- 
ting It open In the most frightful manner. The 
wheel ttrst struck hU boot and tore it into a 
ragged, unshapely mau. The accident occur- 
red about T o'clock, and the poor fellow lived 
an hour and a half afterwards. He was about 
22 yean, old, unmarried, boaraeda* the La- 
Clede hotel, andcame here about a month ago 
from Oeoatur, where he was ra'aed and where 
his parents (till reside., his father being a sec- 
tion foreman on one of the railroads at that 
place. A singular circumstance ID connec- 
tion wltb the accident Is, as U said, that It waa 
by catching his foot In the same guard rail In 
tbe MOB manner that poor Riley, another 
switchman, also from Decatur. and a boarder 
at the Laclede, met hli death a few week* ago. 
Guard rails and frog* hare been the cause of 
many a sad casualty. 


The deceased is a brother of Owen 


Roney, and a short time since was iu tbe 
employ of the Illinois Midland Company. 
Tbe body of the unfortunate young man 
will be brought to Decatur to-night, and 
to morrow the funeral will take place.

Wright's face, thus Interfering with 
him in his dangerous work. He remon- 
strated with Fitzgerald, and told him he 
didn't have time for any fooiiihnesi, and 
t/i get rid of the annoyance, Wright rais- 
ed one of his hands and pushed the lamp 
attav, causing the light in the lamp to 
go out, and striking his assailant in the 
face, bu t making no mark nor causing no 
blood to How. Fitzgerald then went away, 
but inxide of 20 miuutes he returned with 
a heavy car pin in his hand, and while 
Wright's back waa turned he struck him 
with the deadly weapon' on the head 
above the right ear. 
The blow felltd 


Wright to the ground, where he was 
picked up in an insensible condition. He 
was given surgical attention,by Dr. J. 8. 
King at his office on Morgan street, and 
later the injured man was removed to the 
Murphey boarding house opposite the 
high school building. The nature of the 
assault became known to State's Attor- 
ney Johns and Sheriff Foster, and a itate 
warrant was Issued by Justice Albert for 
tbe arrest of Fitzgerald, who, after be 
had struck the blow, jumped on his train 
and left for Danville. The sheriff tele- 
graphed to th« Daaville marshal to arrast 
Fitzgerald on sight, and last night Sheriff 
Foster went to Danville after hli man 
and found him at the depot in cMtody. 
This morning the.sherlff arrived here with 
his prisoner, and now Fitzgerald is In 
jail awaiting the result of Wright's inju- 
ries.
